Managua. Daniel Ortega, 
Member or the National Leader- 
ship of the Samlliilst National 
Liberation Front, Coordinator for 
Iho Supremo Council of tho 
Government of National Re- 
construction of Nicaragua, has 
exposed a new American plan 
of armed provocation against his 
country.

'DO UP' THE WOUND 

Tho USA has patented a 
device like a zip-fastener meant 
not for a clothing but for heal- 
ing wounds and deep culs. To 
"patch up" the wound on the 
skin Lhe components of the zip- 
per are glued on the edge9 of 
Lhe cut and then fastened with 
miniature clips. The company 
which has developed this device 
mainlalns (hat the healing of the 
wound wiili the new method 
takes place much quicker than 
with the traditional method 
when the wuiind is sutured. The 
authors believe that the new 
melhod will be widely applied 
In the surgery rooms and poly- 
clinics. 

OIL FROM SILT 

The Aiialrlan firm Voest- 
Alplne Is developing a full-scale 
Installation for the production 
of synthetic oil.., from sewerage 
slime. Dehydrated and dried silt 
with 85 per cent content of solid 
substances Is supplied under 
pressure to the pyrolysis cham- 
ber where it Is sub jeered for 
30 minutes to a temperature of 
300-400 degrees. Inorganic sub- 
stances and metals contained In 
oil serve as catalysts ol turning 
slit Into oil. 


Tiger’s paw prints 
for census 

There are no Iwo people 
whose fingerprints would look 
alike, Indian naturalists say that 
the same applies to tigers. There 
are no two beasts whose paw 
prints would be absolutely 
Identical, Tills principle has be- 
come basic In the third all- 
Indian tiger census which began 
at the end of last April. 

A simple piece of plasllc glass 
or other transparent material Is 
superimposed over the prints 
left by a tiger In the soil. Using 
a fine felt Up pen or usual nib 
pen, the outline of Lhe print is 
carefully shaped on the material 
along with some characteristic 
details. After this, the ouUlnes 
are copied on a piece of paper 
which serves as an “Identification 
card" for Lhe tiger. Used for 
identification are the prints left 
by the hind paws, which allpws 
lo attain great precision in es- 
tablishing tbe 8izeandlhesexof 
the animal.

Therefore British inventor Allan 
Cook has proposed lo use them 
lo make artificial sand. 

By mixing this powifar plastic 
wiili natural sand lie say 3 It Is 
possible lo grow crops in the 
desert, A short while ago, an 
experiment has been brought 
lo a successful conclusion lo 
put Lhls moisture retaining sand 
to use. Three kilogrammes ol 
this substance were mixed with 
one cubic uwlre of soli. This al- 
lowed to reduce the use ol 
water by 65 per cent In grow- 
ing sunflower. Planted In sandy 
soil with plastic filling, the 
plants grew tall Qnd developed 
a large number of leaves.

Specialists Df (he Finnish 
firm, Konohltsaus, have develo- 
ped an original design of a 
mobile filling station. Moun- 
ted in one block It can bs easi- 
ly carried on a truck. The heat- 
insulated tanks of the station 
can vary from 10 to 25 cu m. 
"Slpako" (this 1s Ihe name of 
the stalton) Is convenient and 
safe in operation. Fitted oul 
with a special automatic de- 
vice, it makes It possible to 
calculate la advance lhe num- 
ber of cars filled.

Preparing the pari, says Alla, brought a tre- 
mendous Joy to me. 1 know though: I will have 


to perfect this part all my life. I have to Jim 
another look and re-evaluale something all the 
time. I like lo Improvise on stage, wllhln llie per- 
missible limits, of course. 

Then Ibero were |he parts in Hie classical per- 
formances of "La Bayadere" and "Don Quixote 
by Mlnkus, and In modern productions. Her debut 
in Andrei Eshpal's "Angara" was quite Bn event. 
Her Valentina allracls wllb her unspoiled and 
sincere feelings. The Joy and distress ol her 
heroine Is rendered masterfully by Alla who also 
proves herself as a Rood dramatic actress. 

Now Alla Mlkhalchenko Is a leading dancer at 
the Bolshoi Theatre. What fs Hie secret of the 
young ballerina becoming at once and firmly one 
of Ibe company’s stare? II may be Ihc fact of lier 
possessing nil the properties that are necessary' 
for the modern dancer. She Is beautiful, she has 
a goad schooling (Ibe Moscow Ballet School) 
which allows lo overcome anil do any difficult 
Ihlngs In dancing which the choreographer sets 
for her. Final ly, she la emotional aud expressive, 
her dancing Is moving. 

Her fast becoming a full-fledged ballerina may 
have been also assisted by the lact lhat she was 
born and brought up In arllaUc surroundings. My 
occupation, Alla jokes, Is a hereditary one. My 
father and mother danced In the Operetta Theatre, 
and my unde did at the Stanislavsky and Nemiro- 
vich-Danchenko Musical Theatre. My cousin grad- 
uated from the Moscow Ballet School. 

One cannot say that Alla's path at tho ihoatre 
was laid wilh rosea only. Once Bhe seriously In- 
jured her fool during 3 rehearsal and did not per- 
form for a whole season. Her enllre career was 
In question. I was literally put back again on my 
feet by tho magic traumatologist Zoya Mironova 
ol Hie Central Institute of Traumatology and 
Orthopaedics and I go on dancing thanks lo her, 
says Alla. 

Mlkhalchcnko's latest parts include Nina Za- 
rechnaya in Rodion Shchedrin's "The Sea Gull", 
Rlla In Dmitry Shostakovich's "The Golden Age", 
Egulna In Khachaturian's Sparlacu9" and Giselle. 
1 havo long since hcen looking forward lo Hie 
part of Giselle, noled Alla. 1 mentally prepared 
myself for It. I saw it as a happy and joyful dance, 
but then... I wanted very much Lo find a Giselle 
o[ my own. It seems she has found her. 

The theatre continues Its rehearsals of Alexan- 
der Glazunov's "Ralmonda" with Alla In Ilia lead- 
ing part. 

Ballet, she says, demands giving out one's forces 
completely, I do not have time for anything else. 
When ( seldom have It I like to wander In the 
Pushkin Museum ol Fine Arts, enjoying the 
sculptures and Ilia paintings there. They help me 
lo model my images.
